Tilson started talking about Tippit. He indicated he was a 
good friend of J.D., had the locker next to him, that J.D. had 
taken Tilson's area the day of the shooting and he was a 
pallbearer at Tippit's funeral. He knew all the other police i.e. 
McDonald, Nelson but didn't remember Maurry Jackson or Harry 
Olsen . 

I started questioning him about the affair with Johnnie 
Maxie. He said he knew Tippit was running around with someone who 
worked at Austin's BBQ. He also claimed on the day of the 
shooting that the reason Tippit was on 10TH, was to stop off and 
see his girlfriend! "She had an apartment somewhere on the south 
side of 1 OTH . We all knew about it." He also stated he knew 
Tippit was "looking to get a divorce." 

He offered that he and some of his fellow officers thought 
it was his girlfriend's husband who really shot J.D. "I knew he 
(the husband) was always chasing them around. Course after the 
funeral people started sending money into the Tippit 's. Little 
schoolkids sent in nickels and dimes. The department had their 
killer and squashed the divorce rumors. Tippit 's family got a 
million dollars." I suppose $643,000 would seem like a milliom 
when the family got the funds in October of 1964.
